Steamboat Iuspectiom 

The important queBtion of steamboat 
inspection is ono whioh will bo directly 
affected by Confederation, falling, as it 
doeB, within the Bcopo of Foderal func- 
tions. A little information upon the sub- 
ject may,thoreforo,bo uselal to our local 
readers. Qodor the Act 31 Vio., Obap. 
65, ontitulod, * An Act respecting the 
Inspection of Steamboats and for the 
greater safety of passengora by them,' 
provision is made for tho annual in- 
spection by Government inspectors 
of steamboats which may be 
ownod or rogiBtorod in the Dominion ol 
Canada, navigating tho waters of 
Canada, and departing from or arriving 
at any port or place in Canada. Th° 
inspectors are appointed by the Gorer- 
nor-Genoral in Council and are required 
to bo .killed porsons, competont to in- 
epoot steamboats, their machinery and 
boilers. Thoso Inspe -tors iorm a Board, 
•with one of their number as Chairman, 
nominated by the Governor-Gonerul. 
They ni90t at snoh placoa as may bo 
agreed upon for the transaction of 
business, for tho examination of eugi- 
noors, and granting lioensos to thorn, 
end for Buch other purposes as may be 
ncceseary under the Aot. Any regula- 
tions made by the Board canuot come 
into operation until approved by the 
Governor-General iu Council. Any 
person claiming to perform the dutleB 
of en engineer in such steamboats must 
bo examined by the Board and, it found 
qualified, will receive a cortifioato ac- 
cording to hiB grade, and it any porson 
employs an engineer, or any person 
serves aa an engineer on board such 
steamboat- without tho neoossary certi- 
ficate, he shall incur a penalty of $200, 
A fee of §5, is charged engineers who 
have beau examined for the first tirao 
on receiving their certiGcato of capabi- 
lity, and for an annual renewal of sach 
certificate* a fee of $1 is oxaoted. A 
fee is charged by tho Government of 65, 
for vessolsof one hundred tons burthen, 
and under, and $8, for vessels over 
that Bize, ai.d a tonnago duty ot 10 cents 
per ton on all steamers is charged 
in addition to tho fees alluded to. Those 
charges are not intended for rovenuo 
parpo.es, but merely to meot tho ex- 
penses of inspection. The Cuuirmon of 
the Board receives a salary of 81,400, 
and tho inspectors of Divisions receive 
9800 each. British Columbia will 
doubtless be created a Division under 
the Act, with an inspoctor over it, who 
will, however, need to be paid some- 
thing more than $S00 a year, Tho 
extension of this very efficient, and 
complete system of steamboat inspec- 
tion to British Columbia will be regard- 
ed with no little satisfaction, us it is to 
be feared that Buoh maiters have been 
loosely dealt with in tho past. Wi 
could wish to see the system extended 
ao aa to embraco steam fire engiuoe, 
from tho reckloB3 and unskilled 
management of which the most 
aeriouB consequences might be appro-' 
headed, 

Partizan Journalism. 



It is astonishing, it is distressing, to 
observe the length to whioh the 
Toronto Globe has rocontly saorifiood 
truth and decency to more partisanship 
In so far ua the present administration 
is concerned, it appears to hold tho 
ancient doctrine that nothing good can 
oomo out of Nazareth. In its eyes every 
aot of the Govornment is either intrin* 
sioally or relatively bad, and tho admin- 
istration novor comes in for more un- 
measured abuso than whoa carrying out 
the vory schemes whioh biivo had tho 
advooaoy of tho Globe, Indeod, it 
would appear to have reached that o >u- 
ditioa of morbid egotism whioh can 
disoover good in nothing beyond itself. 
If one might be permitted to compare 
extremely small tilings with great, the 
Globe wonld aprjour to havo a "chick" 
in our midst. Falling as much bolow 
it in every attribute which goes to muke 
up a newspaper aa the mo_t insignifi- 
cant star which twinkles through space 
lulls below the sun, the orgau of tho 
Victoria Communiit would yet floom 
to outstrip its great urchetypo in tho 
spirit ot factious illnatme. Happily 
for British Columbia, it* power for mis- 
obiof is extremely limited. No) so, howaver, 
in tho ease of Iba Globe, Conducted with 
groot vigoi, characterized by more than or-, 
dinary literary ability, eojoylOB un immenso 
circulation, it wields a yow.^r which, if 
misdirooted, is cupable of i.eoompliHliniK 
great miaehiot, a power which., well directed, 
might accomplish untold good. It biiB beon 
a matter of prolound regret that thu Globe 
should novo fullen into such bad habits at a 
timo whon tiiero iB ao muoh netd of a united 
and patriotic press— united in tho grand 
ecberne of empire. "Like mactor like mao," 
Tho Globe's etaU of ouneapondonts nppear 
to imitato tho spirit ol thoir master. Wo 
have a striking illustration of this in n lain 
number of that paper, wherein its Mani- 
toba correspondent givea ono of tho moot 
maliciously unfair (loseiipiioos of tlio statu 
of affairs in that Province that could well bo 
conceived.

Some (ew weeks ago we took occasion to 
find fault with the dictatorial ooursa pursued 
by (be Vic'oiia Standard in regard ti certain 
comments passed upon tha actions of tbi 
journal, We beaded our article oo tbe occa- 
sion ' Impudence.' This word our contem 
porury objects to, and in an article published 
since rornarlis that wo possessed 1 evidently 
only a pocket edition of Webbter and consa 
quently were short of words to head our arti 
cles.' Now, we generally try to be as con- 
oiae ob possible and call thioga by their 
proper names ; we see uo use in beating 
round tho bush for some loog-wiuded phraRe 
to express our thoughts when one simple 
word will express ibe purpose ; and if our 
contemporary, who doubtless possesses ai 
cd.tion of Webster unabridged ina ead of c 
pouket one, will pursue tb*i valuable work 
be will fiad among other meanings given -for 
ihe word impudence, ' ateurunce, accom- 
panied with a disregard ol the opinions uf 
others ' — and if that does nonsuit tha Stand 
ard we are very much mistaken. In our ar 
tiole of 3d June, wo assorted that we had 
n»ver advocated the Civil List Bill or opposed 
it, but that wo could see nothing in it to war 
rani tbe terniB in whioh it had been do 
nounced, or to justify any journal or indi-

Let the Civil List I3ill be 
continued or ropeolod, it will uiaka no -lifler- 
enco to Ihe country that wa oao see ; eo long 
as the cfBcers perform their datita elDuiontly, 
wa presume that even tbe Standard and iis 
clique would be willing thu tboy should drew 
their salaries, end would ecarooly go tbo 
length of advocating repudiation ol the 
colony's obligutieus, and onco an officer is 
discharged than there is nothing more to be 
paid to him — Civil List Pill or no Civil List 
Bill. There art;, however, we bolieva, some 
parlies who buva nuflered by tho Bill— and 
who are thay'! Why, certain popula ity- 
buuting members ol tha late Legislative 
Council, who would etnnd a much belter 
chance of rc"e!ociion il thay could promise 
i fficoB to o host ol hungry supportoru nnd 
raise at tba haetiu'^a their battlu-ory. 'To tbe 
victors belong the spoils 1' Tbe Standard 
figbtu ehy of discussion ; it still plays upon 
its r harp of a thousand strings' io the old 
taoe. abuses tho Civil List Bill, and asserts 
thai we supported It.

So runs the old rhyme, nnd so runs the 
Standard's aiticlo with neither rhyme nor 
reason.

Why, because we ridiculed 
the foolish raootings, nnd expressed our idea 
that ' tho people of Cariboo hud something 
else to do without troubling their heads about 
such nonsense' Just sc ; we adbore to all 
wo said. There ore many mora important 
aubjocts to occupy tho attention of tho next 
Legislature. Next, aftor tho passago of tbo 
Bill, wo wero charged with saying that ' Wo 
wero disappointed nt not seeing Uio staff of 
tho Assay Olflco, at lenst of this braecb, in 
the Civil List Bill passed by tbo hmt Council.'

The wounded was biouglit to Bellevue bospit 
al lust cigtit, four ol them died this morning. 
Alt parts cf the city has boon qniet to-day, 
The police do not apprehend any furthor 
disturbances. The conduct of tbe police 
and military is highly praised by all re> 
epeclublo cilizane, while tha killing of somo 
innocjnl parsons by tba Hro ol the troops iu 
greatly regretted, and no blame is attached 
to tho latter on account ol tbo occurrence, 
which, from tho nalnroof tho case, wbb per- 
haps unavoidable. The 84th had orders to 
fire boforo a piece was discharged.
